therof J haue erred, And that the obſcu⸗ 
rytie of it ſhould not be diſpleaſant vn- 
to ther, ( which J know mult nedes haue 
bene) Jhaue added thereunto a bzefe 
dꝛaught of all the ſtoꝛpes and tales, that 
are contayned therein, bp reaſon wheres 
of the reading ok it, no doubte, wylbe ves 
ry pleaſant, x perhaps not without pꝛo⸗ 
fit. Fo2 therein ſhal you ſee all maner of 
vices puniſhed, all offences co2rected, & 
all miſdedes reuenged. There is nether 
ſkazy, noz tale almoſt, from the begin- 
ning bnto hys tyme,wherin any ill luck 
was noted, to happen to any man, but 
the Poet wiſheth the ſame to light vpon 
his aduerſary. The cauſes that moued 
him to waite thus ſharply were two, as 
in the wozke may appeare. One foz that 


after his baniſhment he whiſpered lyes 
A. iii. and 
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and bnfruc tales into Auguſtus the Em 
pero; his eares, therby to kepe him the 
longer in exile, The other fo2 that he ſo⸗ 
licited his wife to be uncurteys, Theſe 
; two cauſes if they much incenſed Ouid, 
no man J thinke can blame him. Foz 
what greater vncurt eſp, J will not ſape 
vilany, can be ſhewed to any man, then 
ſo to treade evan him when he is down, 
that he ſhal after neuer be able to riſe a⸗ 
gain. Ok troth me thinketh when J con- 
ider the giftes that God hath beſtowed 
vpon men, à am almoſt rapt, and beide 
my ſelfe, foꝛ the greatnes 8 number of 
them: hut of al frendlhip is the greateſt. 
Waeaach(if any thinge doe)cometh mcſte 
nere to the celeftiall ſociety, t heauenly 
agrem:nt ok angels 4 bleſled creatures, 
But it is ſo rare, ᷣ ſince the beginninge 
of the world, ther hath ben great ſearcity 
therof, ſo that if pou confider þ number 
of other men, it will amount to nothing.

That agreement which 
is amonge euill men, the ſocietie of dyſs 
ſemblers, the fellowſhippe of flatterers, 
the conſente of therues, is not to be ters 
med by the name of freendſhippe, fo2 as 
much as in theſe is nepther trouth noz 
laine dealing, and therefoze no frendes 
ipppe.

& Ocnomaus, and ſuch like. There is no 
popſon, to the poyſon of a Serpente, no 
flrenath, to the ſtrength of Gunpouder, 
no fting,to the ſting of the Aſpe, no mas 
tycc, to the malyce of a woman, noz no 
euill, to the euill of a fayned freende,and 
a diſſembling louer. Jt is a great deale 
better, nodoubt, to haue an open enni⸗ 
mie then a ronnterfepte friende: Foz 
ft the one we may take herde, but ofthe 

other 
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other it is not poſſible to beware,Afrug 
frend then mult nede be ſo much wozth, 
as nothing may be moze. Foz who is not 
well pleaſed, to heare of Oreſtes and Pi- 
lades,, Theſeus and Perithous, Achilles and 
Patroclus, Niſus and Eurialus, Caſtor and 
Pollux, Damon and Pithias, Achates and 
Aeneas, Alexander and Epheſtio, Celius 
and Petronius, C. Lelius and Scipio Affri- 
canus, Darius and Megabiſus, and a great 
number of papꝛes of frendes mo, which 
J could rehearſe, but that it nedeth not? 
All which ech foz other refuſed no death 
no: tozment. Wherfoze euen nowe alſo 
their renown is freſh, +4 they be extolled 
aboue the ſkyes, neither ſhal ther be any 
ſo bngratefull poſterity, which ſhal foz⸗ 
get their paſſing amitie. Contrariwiſe, 
if we conſider the hozrible effects of ens 
mitie and hatred in Atreus and Thieſtes, 
Etheocles and Polinices, wpth ſuch other, 
which foz bzeuitie J leaue out, AI thinke 
there will be no man ſo rude, which will 
not deteſt. Wut what meane J toentreat 
of frendſhip, of which ſo many excellent 
men haue w2itten befo2e in ſuch ſozte 3 
that J ſhall rather hereby bewzap the 


barenneſſe of my ſclender wit, then —

any thing therto wozthy pꝛapſe. And the 
moꝛe fo2 that Fauorinus in Aul. Gellius 
ſayth, it is better to diſpꝛayſe earneſtly, 
then to pꝛapſe coldlp. J will therefoze 
leaue to ſpeake of this any moe, and wil 
come to the other cauſe, which no man 
can wel perteaue, but he that is maried. 
Fo2 my part, if you wil bear with mine 
vnexperienced indgemente, Jam well 
plcaſed, that Ouid toke it in very cuill 
part to beare S.Lukes helmet, ſœing that 
many men euen nowe a dapes, be ſcant 
well content to weare that lothſome li⸗ 
nerie, Ok this Jam well aTured that 
Propertius coulde be contente that his 
rend ſhould be partaker of al the gods 
be had, and what ſocuer els was in hys 
power, but as tonching his wife he couls 
ſ —— Iupiter no parte of hir.

it in ſo hard a ſtile, He was a gentleman 
bf a god houſe, boꝛne at Sulmo, who ras 
ther to pleaſe hys father, then fo2 any 
laue he bare thervnto,ffudyed the lawe. 
But aiter his deceaſe, he returned to his 
olde ſtudy of 13oetry againe, wherin he 
pꝛofyted ſo much, that ercepte Vireill, 3 
dare tall him pœ releſſe. He was fiftie 

eres in pꝛoſperitie, i god credyte with 

ugultus, but was afterward banyſhed 
into Pontus, where he liued eyght yeres, 
and then dyed, & was buried in Dor bite, 
a Citie ot Helleſpont. The canſe of his 
baniſhment-is vucertayn,but moſt men 
thinke, 4 Jam of that opinion alſo, that 
it was fo vſing to familiarlp Iulia, Au- 
guſtus hig daughter. who ot hir ſelfe fo 
much enclined to lafrintonſngs, was the 
moꝛe incenſedtherto by him, vnto whõ 
he w2ote many "wanton Elegies, vnder 
the nam? of Corinna, ag Sidonius plainly 
affirmeth, |

Egipt, the fylthieſt that we reade of, of it 
pou may finde moze in Plinie. Ye is obs 
ſcure, and his verſes of purpoſe vnperſit, 
foz that he imitateth Callimachus, who in 
ipke ſtyle, wꝛote againſt his owne ſcho⸗ 
ler Appollonius Rhodius, whych w2ote 
the voyage of the Argonants, and calleth 
him by the ſame name of Ibis alſo.

CAt what time the Grekes pzepared 
themſelues to goe to Troy, to fetche as 
gayne Helena the wife of Menelaus king 
pf Sparta, ſtolen away by the adulterous 
Paris, ſonne of Priamus. Vliſſes detracs 
ting the warre, either fo2 the lone ok his 
newe maryed wyke Penelope, oz els faz 
cowardly feare, fained himſelf mad, and 
got dogs and foxes and other beaſts, and 
poked tbem together, and went to plow 
in the lande, and ſowed cozne therein, 
The Grelces deſtringe to haue hym wyth 
them, and mill ruſting the thynge, ſcnte 
Palamades to eſppe his guyſc, and to ſte 
whether he coulde bzinge hym oz not. 
Palamedes came to ths place wher Vliſ- 
ſes was at plough, and lapd hisfonne T c 
lemachus in his way, thinkinge that if he 
were mad, he ceuld not know his owne 
ſonne, and by that meanes to 1 - 

ruth: 
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trueth: but if he were ſober, he woulds 
aſe by without hurting the child, which 
derde he did, foz as ſone as he ſawe his 
chylde lye bekoze him, he dꝛaue on the 
one ſyde, and ſuſpended hys plougb, and 
ſo paſſed without harme to the chylde. 
Which thinge when Palamedes ſawe, 
he toke him, and by fozce bzought hym 
to the reſte, who after in the warre vyd 
very god ſeruice, But Vlilles take the 
matter in very euill parte, and thought 
in time to be reuenged on him:and this 
was one cauſe of his griefe, An other 
was, that Vliſles was ſente to pzoupde 
co2ne and other thynges, as were neceſ⸗ 
ſare fo the campe, and retourned with 
out accomplythinge any thinge at all. 
But Palamedes being ſent to thoſe ſame 
places, ſpedde ſo well, that he furnyſhed 
the campe wyth all thynges neceſſary, 
as woll as was poſſible, Theſe cauſes 
moued Vliſſes to greate hate, and to de⸗ 
upſe all wayes poſſpble to deſtrop Pa- 
lamedes, (who in wytte was not inkeri⸗ 
dur to any of the Grekes, and in cozage 
ſurmounted them all, euen bym ſelfe 
Achylles) whych thynge at length he 
dyd in thys ſozte. By the conſente

Ouid his inuectiue 
conſent of Palamedes ſeruauntes, whom 
be had befoze coꝛrupted with mony. Be 
hid a potte ot Golde in bis tente, and put 
certapne letters into his cofers, that he 
himſelte had made. This done, he accus 


ſed him of treaſon, that he woulde haue 


betrayed the Grekes to Priamus, and had 
therefoze recepucd a ſumme of meney, 
which he had hyd in the grounde in hys 
tent. This Palamedes denped, the places 
were ſearched, the Golde was founde, 
Palamedes condempned, was ſtoned to 
death. His father Nanplius hearinge of 
this, at the retourne of the Grekes from 
Troy, made great lightes ou the P26- 
montozie Caphareus of Euboea . The 
Grekes ſuppoſinge that there had been a 
Hauen, ſapled thether, and as many as 
came nere periſhed on the rockes, wher 
of is great ſtoze there, and as many as 
came to lande, by his ſouldpours were 
llaine. 

Euboca bozdereth vppon Boetia, in it be 
two P2omontozyes that make it fa- 
mous, Cereſtus which reacheth to warde 
Athens, and Caphareus whych reacheth 
Helleſpont.

Niſus king of that city had a daugh 
ter named Scilla, who wold oft gee vpon 
the walles to ſpoꝛt hirſclfe,becauſe ther 
were certapne very pleaſeunte ſtones, 
Fo2 when Appollo the God of Puſpke, 
bayld?d the walles, he layde hys Barpe 
upon certayne ſtones of the ſame, which 
by reaſon therof, obtayned the ſounde of 


a Yarpe, 
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a Darpe,ſo that i any had ſmitten them 
with a counter, oz with any ſticke, they 
would haue ſounded lyke a Harpe. And 
ofte ſhe loked from the walles, and at 
length ſceinge Minos wholy armed, be⸗

Oꝛ that by the wpnes of Thracia, 
Orpheus meaning thee, 
Thy body with their raging nayles, 
in peeces pulled be. 
C Orpheus hauing loſt his wife Euridice, 
# his laboꝛ that he toke in going to Hell 
fo; hir alſo, leaſt he ſhold try lpke ſoꝛc 
in an other wyle, il he maried any moze, 
determined neuer aſter to mary, but oz⸗ 
deyned the vnnaturall and diuelyſh mas 
ner of lnowing pong men. And haunted 
ſolitary places,equally deſpiſing all wo⸗ 
men, Mherkoze the women of T hraca, 
dyſpleaſed(fo2 many of them wold haue 
had him to theyʒ huſbids bicauſe he was 
ſo cunning on the Yarpe)ſet on him and 
flew him; Ouid.xi.of Metamor. 
As Altheas ſonne in flaming fpꝛe, 
was burned long ago. 
J wiſh that with thy fatall b 
a fyꝛe be kendled ſo, 
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¶ Oeneus king of Calidonia, and ſonne of 
Parthaon, inſtituted ſacryfices to all the 
Gods ſaue Diana, whom either of foꝛget⸗ 
fulnes, oꝛ of contempt he pꝛetermitted. 
She therwith not a little oFended,ſente 
a huge Boꝛe that waſted all Calidonia. 
Fo? the killing of which a generall hunt 
was decreed. by the tommaundement of 
Oeneus,and Meleager his ſonne was cap 
tapne of theſam:, Thether (beſide the 
pꝛinces of Calidonia, among whom were 
Plexippus & Toxeus, Meliagers vncles) 
came Atalanta a very bewtyfull mapde, 
and daughter of laſius king of Archadia, 
who in hunting gaue the Boꝛe the firſte 
wound: Wherfoze when the Boze was 
kylled, Meliager gaue hir fo2 hir vertue 
the hed and vmbles therof, With which 
mite his bncles much offended, toke the 
ſame from hir agapne. Wherwith Me- 
leager was ſo ſoꝛe diſpleaſed, that he ſlew 
them both. Which dede when hys mo⸗ 
ther Althea knewe, ſhe caſt into the fyer 
the bzande wherevppon his lyke dyd de⸗ 
pende. Foz on a tyme when the Ladyes 
of Deſteny ſate in ſhtr houſe by the fyer, 
they agreed that Meliager ſhould line fill 
th it blocke(poyntinge to one) were bur⸗ 
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ned ont, Whych as ſone as they were 
gone, Althea toke away, and kept ſafcly 
tiil this tyme,and nowe to reuenge the 
death of hir bothers, ſhe caſte it into the 
kper, and as ſone as it was burned vp, 
Meliager dyed. Foz whoſe death his ſy- 


they were turned into birdes, called cf 
their bꝛother Meltagridcs, 


As by Medcas crowne was burnt, 
the nein betrothed ſpoule, 

And as hir kather was with hir, 
and eke with him the houſe, 


C Vowe Nlecdea kylled Pelias, is ſayde be, 
foze. But after that dede ſhe fled the cun 
trp, and was carped in the apꝛe, in a cha⸗ 
riot dꝛawen with Dꝛagons. All bir ioꝛ⸗ 
ney is deſcribed in the. vii. of Metamor. 
But when ſhe was weary cf traucling, 
ſye returned home againe, where finding 
that Iaſon ſet moꝛe by Creula daughter 
ol Creon kinge of Corynth , than by hir, 
ſhe dpfleinbled the matter a whyle , but 
aiter the bad made al things fc2 hir pur⸗ 
poſe, ſge ſente a chaplet made ot herbes, 
inchaunted in ſuch ſozte, that as ſone as 
it 


ſters ſo mourned, p amidſt their tcarcs, - 
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it came nyah any lighte, it woulde take 
fler thereof, and not be quenched again, 
Creuſa hauinge this on hir heade, when 
candelles were lighted, it toke fper, and 
burned hir wpth hir father # the whole 
houſe, and whatſozner els was in the 
ſame This done, ſhe l2w2 the tws chil- 
dꝛen Medo and Mermero, that ſhe had by 
Laſon,amd fledde to Athens, and was ther 
marpedto Egeus, Theſeus father.

(as Nilo did) aſſay: 
And haue no power at all to plucke, 
thy taken handes away. 
Ml lo %- Milo Crotonaates, (foz there were many 
721141055 of that name) was a man of very great 
ſtrength. He killed a bull at one blowe 
with his uſte, and eat him vp criery moz 
(ell when he had done. He came thꝛougb 
a wod where he eſpied a great tree halfe 
clefte,and the wedges ſticking faſt ther- 
in. Ve meaninge to rid the laborers(by 
Ipkelphode) of payne, would nedes take 
vpon him to cleaue it with his hands. He 
pulled it ſo hard that the wedges fel out, 
but foꝛ all that the tre came againe into 
his firſt ſtate, and had his handes ſo faſfe 
in the riftes, that he could not get them 
out, by means wherof, he became a pꝛap 
to the rauenous beaſtes that haunted 
that wode. 
Ons fo2 thy giktes ag Icarus, 
like hurtes thou mayſt reteaue: 
To whom with armed hands his death, 
the dꝛunken men did geue. 
Icarus Itarning the vſe of wine of Bac- 
chus, as he walked aboute the coſtes of 
Athens,gaue the rude huſbandmen ſome 
thercof 
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thereof todzynke. But they not con⸗ 
tente with a meane, dꝛanke thereof t pil 
they were d2unke, and thynkinge then 
that they had been poyſoned, foꝛthwyth : 
ſlew Icarus, and caſt him into a ditch, Me Mera. 
ra his bitch a contynuall companyon of 
his in all hys iourneps, ran home after 
hir mayſter was flayne , to Erigonehpg £7074 
daughter, who ſ&ing the bitch come, and 
not hir father, ſuſpecting that which had 
happened in deede, wente to knowe the 
the truth, and the Bitch bꝛoughte hir to 
the place where hir flayne father laye, 
Which thing when ſhe ſaw(not able to 
beare the greefe that ſhee conceaued of 
the ſight) hanged hirſelfe. Ag Ouid in the 
nert flafe folowing affirmeth, 
And that the godly daughter did, 

fo2 grefe of fathers death; 
So let a tyed coꝛde about 

thy thꝛote, ſtop vp thy bzeath, 
D: els that cloſcd in a houſe, 

mayſt famine bide as he: 
Foz whom that kinde of puniſhment, 

his mother did decree. | 
C Noble valure and hte pꝛowes in war, 
with the Lacedemonians,was ſo eſfemed 
that þ moth:rs wold reach their ſhields 

Y,v, to 
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to their ſonnes going out to battayl, and 
ſtraightly charged thẽ, either to be con⸗ 
querus, oz els to dietherfoze, Foz it was 
tounted a great ſhame and vilany to fly. 
Turiſtbe- Mherefoze Euriſtnenes, after an duer⸗ 
ves, thꝛowe retourninge home, was ſo hated 
among his people, that his owne mother 
chutte him vp in a ſtronge chamber, and 
with hunger pyned him to death, that 
thereby at leaſte ſhe might? wipe away 
the continuall ſham? from hir houſe.

One of hir pꝛieſts re 
ceaued Ethalus pꝛomiſed him god har⸗ 
bozow, but in theinpght foz all that he 
kylled him. Iſis therewith greatly ol⸗ 
fended gaue certaine fignes p ſhe wolde 
reuenge his death vppon all the Egypti- 
ans, Who to auopde p plage appꝛoching, 
baniched all his kamilp out of the coun⸗ 
trey, that had lapne Ethalus, and decrerd 
further by common authozitp, that none 
ok that ſtock ſhold euer after, beare any 
ofice about the m pniſterpes of Iſis, with 
which diede Iſis was wel contented and 
pleaſed.

Who pꝛomiled to get the hozle 

that did Achilles bcare. 
C Dolona I royan, fo2 a certapn ſumme 
of money, pꝛomiſed to fetch away Aclul- 
les hoꝛſes, Balion & Zanthus. But as he 
wente about to perfo2me his pꝛomiſe, he 
was taken by Vliiſes and Diomedes, of 
whom all the nighte had in eramination 
of the Troyan affaires, was ſlaine in the 
mozning.
